ment been held out to 0 committee as
that met with yesterday, Every mer-
chant called upon Increased the amount
of his subscription of last year, and
the committes collected during the day
almost one-half the sum which It In-
tends raising by direct subscription,
The committee which yes-
terday commenced the work ls made up
of Herman Wise, T, . Laurin, L. E.
Helig, F. J. Carney and H., R. Hoefler,
During the day these gentlemen visited
the stores of about half of the bLusi-
nefs men, and by night were able to
report that they had been promised
total of $1790. Last year the same
firms gave §1200, so the average in-
crense has been about 33 per cent.
“We are very much encouraged with
the generosity shown by the business
men,” sald Mr. Wisa last evenlng.
